ALpaNy, April 4.—In accordance with the provis-
wns of the new Judieiary article of the State Con-
stitution the question is to be submitted to popnlar
voto at the next general eleetion, whether the judges
of the State shall continue to be eleeted, or whether
thay shall hereafter be appointed by the Governor,
by and with the consent of the Senate. The judges,
with regard to whom this question is to be de-
termined, are the Chief Judge and Associnte
Judges of the Conrt of Appesls, the Justices of the
Supreme Court, the judges of the Superior Conrt
and Court of Common Pleas of the City of New-
York, the Soperior Court judges of Buffalo and |
Brooklyn, and the several county judges. The bill
to carry into effect this provision of the Constitu-
tion, s it passed the Benute this morming, provides
for the snlmission of two questions, one in regard
to the judges of the Court of Appeals and of the
Bupreme Conrt, and the other in regard to the other
jndges named above, It s presumed that the peo-
ple will vote to elect the judges of the higher courta
and to have the inferior judges appointed by the
Governor.

The bill which has aleeady passod the Assembly,
providing for the location and ereetion of u new
